There are too many 
comics around failing to be 
funny and too many with 
animal stars that haven’t 
realized the novelty has 
worn off, but this comic 
doesn’t fall into either of 
these traps. The mutated 
(gasp, shock, horror) stars of. 
the comic, presumably of 
reptilian ee stock, are 
wonderfully charming 
chaps, fully deserving of 
their own TV show and 
merchandising line. Their 
attraction, naturally, lies in 
their similarities an 
obvious differences with the 
humans that surround 
them, 

They’re cranky self- 
confident cads, who all 
think they’re the ideal TV 
cop with a mentality to 
match. But they also have 
quirky human needs, 
especially the sexual ones 
which you play upon so 
cleverly (big, bad stegosau- 
rus), as well as commercial 
ones. 

The sex-partner robots 
that the (female!—great) 
Professor cranks out are not 
a new idea, but they’re 
perfectly suited to the 
Dinosaurs’ needs, given 
their biological and weight 
problems, although I 
wonder why they'd prefer 
human partners, unless the 
implication is that they’re 
mutated humans them- 
selves. Actually, it might 
have come off better if the 
woman that Archie woke up 
next to had been flesh and 


blood, with no explanations 
offered, which is how it 
seemed at first. Are all the 
female company they enjoy 
robotic, then? The “cold- 
blooded bastard” line, if so, 
whilst very funny, would be 
too original for a robot. 

The one thing I didn’t 
like in the opening scene, by 
the way, was the contrived 
overused methods for hiding 
women’s bodies, or even 
robot bodies. Don’t show 
bedroom scenes if you then 
need to censor them. The 
deliberately titillating view 
of the lady’s bottom (p. 10, 
panel 1) is fine if that’s 
what you want to show, but, 
it’s then hypocritical to 
cover up in other places. 
(Don’t take this gripe 
personally, it’s something 
too many titles are guilt; 
of—trying to have it bot! 
ways, so to speak!) 

The rest of the issue, 
the battle with the mob- 
sters, was a nicely over- 
played parody of gangster 
movies and super-heroes. 
The lizards appeared much 
more competent than the 
were given credit for, and so 
maybe their skills will be as 
marketable as they'd wish, 
much to the CIA’s misery. 
I’m looking forward to their 
next battle. Until then, take 
care.
